ASTON (1846-....) 


ASTON, with Burston and Stoke, a township, in the parish and union of Stone, S. 
division of the hundred of Pirehill, N. division of the county of Stafford, 2 miles 
(S. S. E.) from Stone; containing 773 inhabitants. This township is situated in the 
southeastern part of the parish. Aston lies on the southwest side of the Trent, 
opposite to Stoke, which is a long straggling village on the Lichfield road, near 
the Trent and Mersey canal; Burston is a small hamlet on the Trent, containing 
several good houses. Aston Hall is the property of Lord St. Vincent. In the summer 
of 1846, a church (St. Saviour's) was erected and endowed by Lord and Lady St. 
Vincent; the living is a perpetual curacy, in the patronage of his Lordship. The 
tithes have been commuted for £396. One of the sons of Wulphere, King of Mercia, is 
said to have suffered martyrdom at Burston. [A Topographical Dictionary of England
